In  everything  he  has  under¬

to  the  glory  of  God. 

A  nimble  tongue,  a  brilliant 
mind,  a  quick  wit^  a  strong  body, 
a  friendly  personality,  a  heart 
full  of  love,  a  dedicated  soul, 
these  are  embodied  in  Chester 
L.  Quarles.  | 

Born  at  Wiggins 

Born  in  Wiggins,  Mississippi, 
he  and  his  family  moved  to 
Gulfport  three  months  later. 
Shortly  afterward  an  epidemic 
of  infantile  paralysis  swept  the 
city  on  the  coast,  grasping  13 
children  in  its  hungry  clutches. 

The  youngest  of  these,  five- 
months-old  Chester  Quarles, 
was  the  only  one  of  the  13  ill 
children  who  lived.  On  him  the 
disease  left  its  mark — ^a  crip- 


loves  to  preach.  He  preaches 
many  Sundays  in  various 
churches  when  he  is  not  dedi¬ 
cating  a  church  or  performing 
some  such  function. 

The  esteemed  secretary  under 
Board  policy  is  permitted  to 
hold  six  revivals  each  ifear.

While  working  two  summers 
with  boys  at  YMCA  camp,  he 
was  an  instructor  in  American 
Red  Cross  Lifesaving  Methods, 
a  position  no  person  with  the 
use  of  only  one  arm  had  ever 
held  before.  Tempted  with  a 
scholarship  and  a  good  Job. 
Chester  Quarles  almost  decided 
to  enter  boys’  work  full  time, 
but  he  knew  God  still  wanted 
him  to  be  a  preacher. 

While  at  Southern  Seminary 
he  directed  the  Baptist  League 
of  Louisville  and  coached  two 
champion  basketball  teams.  He 
also  coached  the  Seminary 
team. 

Meets  Future  Wife 
In  1936,  while  serving  as  As¬ 
sociate  in  the  Alabama  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  and  Training, 
he  was  living  in  the  house  of 
W.  L.  Cooper,  pastor  of  South- 
side  Church,  Montgomery  (who 
is  now  President  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Baptist  Seminary  In 
Buenos  Aires,  Argentina),  when 
Virginia  Cooper  came  from 
Tylertown,  Miss,  to  Alabama  to 
attend  a  southwide  Training 
Union  Conference.  W.  L.  intro¬ 
duced  hie  sister  to  Chester 
Quarles.

Religious  Liberty 

With  the  passage  of  this  Act, 
a  measure  of  religious  liberty 
has  come  to  weary  England,  it

Arriving  by  plane  at  the  SanU  Fe,  New  Mexico  airport  | 
many  passengers  have  had  pointed  out  to  them  the  fact  that  the ' 

Bcity  is  probably  the  oldest  in  the  United  SUtes. : 

The  average  person  will  roalixe  that  less  than 
twenty  mUea  to  the  west  is  Los  Alamos,  one  of 
the  United  States’  atomic  research  centers. 
Looking  down  on  this  ’’cradle"  of  cities  from . 
the  air,  one  Is  awe-struck  with  the  barrenness 
of  the  desert  In  the  area  of  Los  Alamos.  How¬ 
ever.  as  the  eyes  are  turned  to  the  east  of  the 
city  the  beautiful  greenery  of  th  Sangre  de 
Crlsto  range  of  mountains  is  in  utter  contrast 
Nestled  between  the  mountains  on  a  plateau 
more  than  seven  thousand  feet  above  sea  level  is  GlorleU  Bap¬ 
tist  Assembly — as  beautiful  a  pictive  as  one  could  expect  to  see. 
Deselatlen  And  Dcdlcatlen 

Are  not  these  two  scenes  propbetlcT  To  the  west:  desolation 
and  Los  Alamos— where  men  are  dedicated  to  developing  instru¬ 
ments  of  destruction  through  atomic  weapoiu.  To  the  east:  beau¬ 
ty  and  Glorieta — where  men  are  dedicated  to  developing  "in¬ 
struments  of  righteousness  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.” 

Perhaps  the  Psalmist  had  looked  from  the  desert  floor  to 
the  green  of  the  mountains  befewe  He  said,  "I  will  lift  up  mine 
eyes  unto  the  hills,  froAi  whence  cometh  my  help."  Then  he  look¬
